Tustin police fail to kill federal lawsuit over alleged lies, brutality 


O n Oct. 15, 2009, Edward Rezek 
committed a horrific crime 
that highly trained members of 
the Tustin Police Department thought 
required a violent 
response. After 
nearly being struck 
by a car while in a 
crosswalk, Rezek 
fired 15 bullets 
from his Clock into 
the body of the 
inattentive driver 
and threw two gre¬ 
nades into the vehi¬ 
cle. Immediately 
before the bloody 
explosions, he 

laughed and ducked for cover. 

Don’t remember related Los 
Angeles-based TV news reports? 

That’s because the aforemen¬ 
tioned scene never happened. 

Rezek was, in fact, unarmed when 
he reacted to being nearly run over. 

He simply slapped the hood of Jose 
Reyes’ private-patrol-company 
car, lectured the on-duty security 
guard (and the man’s partner) 
about poor driving skills, and then 
walked away. 

But for Tustin PD cops Brian 
Chupp and Mark Turner, the 
hood slap became an opportu¬ 
nity to flex their government- 
issued police power. According 
to court records, the plain- 
clothed officers rushed 
to the scene, located a 
nearby Rezek calmly 
talking on his cell phone 
while standing in line to 
enter the Auld Dubliner 
Pub at the District and, 
without identifying them¬ 
selves, forcefully dragged 
the man to an intersection 
where Reyes was waiting. 

‘Ts this the asshole that 
vandalized and punched your 
car?” asked the cops. 

Reyes replied, “Yes.” 

Still not bothering to identify them¬ 
selves as public servants, the officers 
knocked a startled Rezek to the ground 
and yanked his right arm high behind 
his back. When the victim screamed that 
they’d broken his arm and pleaded for 
help from onlookers, the men ordered 
him to shut up. According to court 
records, the officers then forced Rezek’s 
mouth into the dirt, slammed a knee into 
his back and choked him until he was 
nearly unconscious. 

A worried, independent witness—an 
employee at the pub—was so con¬ 
cerned about the one-sided violence 
that when he ran up to stop the attack. 


the men Anally identifled themselves 
as cops. After handcuffing Rezek and 
placing him in a police car, the officers 
refused to acknowledge his injuries 
and declined his request that they do 
Cop Work 101: Get the names of wit¬ 
nesses. Eventually, a paramedic arrived 
and determined an ambulance should 
transport Rezek to the Western Medi¬ 
cal Center’s emergency room. A doctor 
diagnosed a fractured elbow. 

But the alleged police abuse wasn’t 
over. The officers seized him for commit¬ 
ting vandalism (striking the hood of the 
car) and resisting arrest. To bolster their 
case and justify their violence, Chupp 


and Turner concocted a deceitful official 
report that recounted how they’d imme¬ 
diately identifled themselves as cops and a 
combative Rezek confessed to “punching” 
the car. The officers also disingenuously 
reported that they witnessed the entire 
incident and that Reyes never entered the 
crosswalk. Those claims of alleged police 
corruption are contained in a federal civil- 
rights lawsuit Rezek filed against the offi¬ 
cers, the private-security team, Tustin PD 
and then-Chief Scott Jordan. 

To shield Chupp and Turner, police 
officials employed a loophole in Cali¬ 
fornia law that allows law-enforcement 
agencies to keep police personnel files a 
secret from the public. Officials placed 
witness statements eventually collected 


during an internal-affairs probe inside 
the officers’ personnel files, and then 
declared the records of the crosswalk 
incident were top secret. An appellate 
court eventually rejected the tactic. 

Thomas E. Beck, the plaintiff’s Los 
Alamitos-based attorney, wrote that Tus¬ 
tin cops blatantly “exploited their posi¬ 
tions of authority,” the department had 
a “deliberate indifference to the rights 
of the public,” and his client genuinely 
feared for his life during the assault. 

“Chupp [falsely] claimed he and 
Turner approached [the] plaintiff in line 
and allegedly overheard him on his cell 
phone say, T just punched the shit out of 


one of the security cars, and the security 
guard was too much of a pussy to do any¬ 
thing about it,”’ Beck wrote in one of his 
court briefs. “Plaintiff never spoke these 
words or anything like them. Rather, he 
was conducting business with a client on 
the phone when seized and the phone 
knocked out of his grasp.” 

Beck also wrote, “Chupp further 
falsely claimed he approached [Rezek], 
showed him his police badge, identifled 
himself, and [peacefully] walked Rezek 
out of the line.” 

During the civil litigation, prosecu¬ 
tors in the Orange County district 
attorney’s office decided to mount a 
three-year effort to win two misde¬ 
meanor convictions based on the offi¬ 


cers’ version of events. A February 2013 
jury convicted Rezek of vandalism, but 
found him not guilty of resisting arrest. 
As punishment, a judge ordered him 
to undergo probation for three years, 
perform 10 days of physical labor on the 
side of a highway and attend an anger- 
management program. 

What happened to Chupp and Turner? 
Nothing. After reviewing an internal- 
affairs report that apparently did not 
address the allegations of police brutality, 
Jordan—who’d promised an unbiased 
probe—decided his officers’ performance 
outside the pub “did not constitute mis¬ 
conduct under the circumstances.” 

In July 2010, the Tustin City Council 
also ruled the crosswalk incident an 
example of good police work, noting as 
unassailable fact that Rezek “resisted 
and struggled with the officers” and 
he didn’t complain of “pain to his right 
arm” until he was already in custody. 

The city’s officials hired Costa Mesa- 
based private lawyers who’ve 

repeatedly tried to kill 
the case before it can 
reach a jury. Two of 
their key arguments 
include that police offi¬ 
cers should be auto¬ 
matically immune for 
on-duty acts and the 
veracity of their crimi¬ 
nal case was confirmed 
by a guilty verdict on 
the vandalism charge. 

But in late Janu¬ 
ary, U.S. District Court 
Judge David O. Carter 
considered Tustin’s 
push to dismiss the 
lawsuit and declined 
the request. 

“The city of Tustin 
contends [the lawsuit’s 
claims of police wrong¬ 
doing] are insufficient 
because [Rezek] has 
‘stated nothing but boil¬ 
erplate allegations,”’ concluded the judge. 
“The court disagrees.” 

Carter specifically ruled Rezek can 
continue to pursue a claim that Tustin 
PD management tolerated bad policing 
as a practice and knew of alleged simi¬ 
lar misconduct, but failed to discipline 
Chupp and Turner. The judge is also 
allowing the plaintiff to advance on his 
false arrest and malicious prosecution 
counts. However, Carter dismissed the 
claim of intentional infliction of emo¬ 
tional distress, and he dropped Jordan 
from the case as a defendant. 

A seven-day jury trial is scheduled to 
begin Oct. 7 inside the Ronald Reagan 
Federal Courthouse in Santa Ana.

DEARWABETTE: I turn the columna over to Jody 
Agius Vallejo, sociology professor at USC and 
author of the magnificent Barrios to Burbs: The 
Making of the Mexican-American Middle Class, 
for which your humble Mexican wrote the intro. 
Take it, pro/e! "Many first-generation Latinos 
(meaning they are foreign-born) are quick to judge 
some second-generation Latinos like you because 
they themselves are constantly judged by middle- 
class Latinos. Most people mistakenly assume 
Latinos exhibit ethnic solidarity and that everyone 
gets along. However, the Latino population is 
not monolithic, and divisions exist depending on 
national origin, generation, and whether you are 
upper-, middle- or lower class. These divisions are 
exacerbated by American society (especially the 
media and racist politicians), which homogenizes 
and stigmatizes Latinos by portraying them as 
uniformly poor, unauthorized and uneducated. 

"Despite these stereotypes, there is an estab¬ 
lished—and growing—Latino middle class. 

But middle-class Latinos must deal with these 
disparaging stereotypes in their everyday lives, 
especially when they are mistaken for unauthor¬ 
ized immigrants or when people assume that they 
are uneducated simply because they are Latino. 
Thus, middle-class Latinos, especially those who 
are disconnected from the immigrant struggle 
for upward mobility because they were raised in 
middle-class households by college-educated 
parents, often attempt to distance themselves 
from immigrants as a way to deflect discrimina-

tion. This distancing behavior is nothing new 
and is seen among all immigrant groups, past 
and present, and is indicative of the American 
assimilation story. So, I suspect that some first- 
generation Latino students anticipate that you will 
look down on them, and they thus snub you before 
you can (in their imagination) snub them." 

Tell the haters que se 
vayan a la chingada. And now you know why 
Vallejo is an acclaimed professor, while the Mexi¬ 
can teaches at the College of the Calles.

A simple arch greets everyone who 
visits El Limon de la Luna, a vil¬ 
lage in the central Mexican state 
of Michoacan located in a region known 
as the Tierra Caliente—the Hot Land. 

“Bienvenidos al Limon de la Luna” 
(“Welcome to the Lime of the Moon”), 
say the words welded to the curved metal 
frame, which stretches across a two-lane 
road leading into town. The lime trees 
that grow on both sides of the highway 
complement the greeting with their dark- 
green leaves that look almost black in the 
fading light of day. During the harvest 
season, the ripe fruits—so juicy they gave 
the town its ethereal name—get picked 
and sent across Mexico. 

This bucolic entrance is a familiar sight 
to many residents in Santa Ana, the unof¬ 
ficial capital of the michoacano diaspora 
in Southern California for the past 40 
years. El Limon nowadays only counts 
about 300 residents, a population that 
significantly increases come winter, when 
caravans of expats make the 28-hour 
drive from Orange County to their ances¬ 
tral home for Christmas break. But last 
year, the rancho’s message of goodwill 
attracted unwelcome guests who didn’t 
arrive with the same intentions as home¬ 
sick paisanos looking for a respite from 
the tough life of El Norte. 

A drug cartel called Los Caballeros 
Templarios (the Knights Templar) had 
built a stronghold in Apatzingan, a city 
of about 90,000, gaining control through 
a campaign of terror and intimidation. 

The cartel’s tentacles spread quickly to 
the smaller outlying ranchos, including 
El Limon de la Luna, where it became an 
occupying army that exerted its authority 
with ruthless efficiency. The proof is in a 
photo a group of michoacanos at a bar in 
Santa Ana discuss in hushed tones, one 
that illustrates the violence plaguing their 
families and friends still living there. 

Some of the men helped to raise funds 
among limoneros in Orange County to 
pay for the arch. A man pulls up the 
photograph on his iPhone and shows it 
to me. Four people are hanging from the 
arch, each with hands tied in front, feet 
dangling above the asphalt road. One is 
a pregnant woman whose husband and 
19-year-old sister were hanged next to 
her, suffering the same long, agonizing 
death at the hands of amateur hangmen. 
The fourth victim is a man whose pants 
are pulled down around his ankles and 
his underwear yanked down to mid-thigh. 
A newspaper is attached to his head, 
suggesting that someone did not like 
comments—probably critical of the Tem¬ 
plarios—attributed to him in an article. 

The decision to use the arch for the 
executions appeared to be deliberate. It

seemed the narcos saw gallows humor in 
El Limon de la Luna’s warm welcome to 
all and were sending a warning to others 
thinking about opposing them: You’re 
welcome to challenge us—but we’ll have 
the last laugh. It wouldn’t be the first or 
last time the cartel had used the arch to 
send what Mexican papers call a narco- 
mensaje, a narco message; there have been 
at least two other hangings from the arch, 
resulting in the murders of four men. 

“So, you see, this is why we can’t give 
you our real names if we talk to you,” 
says the man with the iPhone, pointing 
to the photo. “If I say one wrong word 
and my name appears in the newspaper, 
it would be my family in Michoacan who 
will suffer. Do you think I want to see a 
picture of my father or brother hanging 
from the arch?” 

Another man tells of family members 
who were stopped at a road checkpoint 
set up by cartel gunmen outside of Apatz¬ 
ingan and forced to pay a tax for owning 
a car. His friend adds that his brother’s 
parked car was shot full of holes by Tem¬ 
plarios “who were looking for a way to 
entertain themselves.” 

The details they provided were pur¬ 
posely sketchy. Giving too much infor¬ 
mation could identify their families in 
Michoacan, putting them at risk of retali¬ 
ation by Templario sicarios (assassins). 
And giving too many details away would 
also expose the remarkable revolution 
these men and their fellow michoaca¬ 
nos have supported and instigated after 
deciding enough was enough. 

In response to the Templarios’ men¬ 
ace, thousands of residents in Tierra 
Caliente about a year ago began forming 
self-defense groups known as autodefen- 
sas, armed themselves and attacked the 
cartel, slowly driving narcos out of their 
towns in a series of bloody skirmishes 
that included house-to-house fighting. 

In los Estados Unidos, Michoacan natives 
began raising funds across the diaspora 
to help. Some even left their lives here 
to go back to Tierra Caliente and fight— 
not just men born and raised there, but 
even their Americanized children. It was 
an uprising that captured the hearts of 
Mexicans at home and abroad, is inspir¬ 
ing similar uprisings in other Mexican 
states shackled under narcoviolence, and 
embarrassed the administration of Mexi¬ 
can President Enrique Pena Nieto, who 
recently tried to save face by announcing 
he was incorporating the autodefensas 
within the Mexican military. 

But the michoacano community in 
Santa Ana isn’t celebrating just yet. 
Rumors abound about cartel gunmen and 
spies infiltrating the local community to 
gather names of people who criticize or 
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denounce the Templarios. The New York 
Times reported that residents of Apatz- 
ingan are equally mistrustful, quoting a 
government official who said one does 
not know who the cartel’s spies are until 
you cross them. 


W hen local michoacanos discuss 
the war at home, they speak in 
whispers about “los problemas” 
or '‘las cosas” (the things), reminiscent 
of the Irish referring to sectarian strife 
in Northern Ireland as “The Troubles.” 
The word Templario is not mentioned in 
public, at least not above a whisper, lest it 
attract attention from one of the cartel’s 
spies, whom michoacanos are convinced 
are everywhere. 

A man who was approached at his busi¬ 
ness waved me away and shook his head 
when I asked if I could talk to him about 
the war back home. He turned around 
and disappeared into a back room. After 
agreeing to talk to the Weekly, another man 
recanted after discussing his decision to 
go public with friends who also hail from 
Tierra Caliente. 

“I’ve changed my mind and am asking 
you to please forget ever 5 l;hing I’ve told 
you,” he said in a frantic telephone call the 
following day. “My friends are right. If my 
name appears in the paper, there’s no tell¬ 


ing what the narcos could do. And they’re 
also right that I’ll be putting my wife and 
kids in harm’s way if I speak out, even if we 
live here. I can be punished for speaking 
the truth.” 

The Michoacan grapevine says Templar¬ 
ios live in the San Bernardino County town 
of Hesperia and in Riverside County in Mira 
Loma and Riverside. They have also been 
spotted in Santa Ana, eating at restaurants 
favored by michoacanos. 

“People know who they are. They may 
have changed their names, but they can’t 
change their appearance and their past,” 
says one man. Asked why he and the oth¬ 
ers do not report them to authorities, he 
says they are afraid of getting tagged as 
police informants and putting loved ones in 
Michoacan at risk of retribution by the car¬ 
tel. Here, as in Tierra Caliente, the best way 
to avoid the Templarios’ wrath is by taking 
the Sergeant Schultz approach, as another 
man says: “Miras, pero dices, ‘Yo no vz.’” 

(“You look, but say, T saw nothing.’”) 

The men’s fears are real. Authorities 
say that most of the methamphetamine 
smuggled into Southern California is 
controlled by the Templarios, and Micho¬ 
acan is the source of the drug. In 2010, 
federal agents from the Drug Enforcement 
Administration (DEA) were investigat¬ 
ing another cartel’s activities in San Diego 
County and were surprised to learn about 
the Templarios. The investigation quickly 
branched out to target Templarios, too. 
After an almost two-year investigation 
called Operation Knight Stalker, agents 
secured 30 arrest warrants for members 
of La Familia Michoacana and Templario 


cartels throughout Southern California 
in December 2012. Arrests were made in 
Santa Ana, Buena Park, Riverside, Perris, 
Downey and Los Angeles, as well as in San 
Diego County and as far north as Manteca. 

According to DEA Special Agent Amy 
Roderick, the investigation is ongoing. 
“These are dangerous and scary people,” she 
says. “That’s why we’re going after them.” 

Various drug cartels have fought over 
Michoacan for much of the past decade, but 


the brutality practiced by the Templarios 
has shocked even Mexicans. They’re a splin¬ 
ter group from La Familia Michoacana (The 
Michoacan Family), notorious for making 
beheadings a normal part of cartel mayhem. 
After the Mexican Federal Police killed 
La Familia’s founders, group infighting 
resulted in the formation of the Templarios, 
who won their internecine battle in 2011 
to become heir to La Familia’s medieval

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• have had premature ejaculation all your life 

• have been unsuccessful treating it 
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initiation rituals and ultraviolence. After 
successfully taking over Michoacan’s bigger 
cities, they turned their attention to Tierra 
Caliente. It’s a geographic and cultural zone 
covering parts of Michoacan and the neigh¬ 
boring state of Guerrero rich in agriculture 
and natural resources. In the Mexican 
psyche, it plays the same role as the Ozarks 
or Appalachia does for Americans: a region 
of stunning beauty, crushing poverty and 
fiercely independent people. 

The Templarios took on Tierra Cali¬ 
ente as the German Army did the Soviet 
Union in World War II, killing, burning 
and looting with impunity. Upon taking 
power, they began subjecting residents to 
increasing extortion. Protection money 
was demanded; when that wasn’t enough, 
the Templarios began asking for taxes 
on everything from land to crops picked 
to even wages. They occupied avocado 
groves and lime orchards, forcing their 
owners to sell their farms for a pittance. 
Sexual assaults and human trafficking 
became common. Cartel members intimi¬ 
dated terrified residents into silence; 
those who dared speak out saw their cars 
and homes burned—if they were lucky. 

The crisis reached a climax when the 
Templarios’ chokehold on the towns and 
governing bodies in Tierra Caliente began 
to affect the area’s main economic crops.

limes and avocados, as well as threatened 
the livelihood of just about everybody liv¬ 
ing there. More crucial, the remittances by 
immigrants—long a lifeline that sustained 
long-abandoned ranchos such as El Limon 
de la Luna—dried up completely. Transfer 
services were suspected of being Tem- 
plario fronts, so michoacanos in Santa Ana 
said they had to send money to Bancomer 
branches in faraway towns to ensure the 
safety of their loved ones; this precaution 
sometimes required two- or three-hour 
round trips. Even this 
was fraught with dan¬ 
ger: Those who received 
money were immediately 
identified by Templarios 
as locals with connec¬ 
tions to the United States. 

Kidnappings for ransom 
began to occur. 

Visits by Mexicans in 
the States to their Tierra 
Caliente hometowns began 
being canceled because of 
the Templarios’ violence. 

Sick and dying parents 
went unvisited by children 
afraid of being killed. 

“My father is seriously 
ill and not doing well,” 
says another Santa Ana 
resident who hails from 
the rancho of Periban. 

“I’m afraid to visit him 
because of the fighting. 

The only thing I can do 
is call him frequently and 
hope for the best.” 


Periban is north of Buenavista Tomat- 
lan. Last year, a politician was killed 
there after criticizing the cartel, and 10 
local people were killed in an ambush 
while returning from a meeting with 
authorities about the drug gang. The car¬ 
tel’s presence was everywhere, including 
the local police forces. Many believed 
the drug ring was capable of monitoring 
telephone calls. 

“The violence is tearing our com¬ 
munity apart, but you don’t discuss it 


when you call home,” says the man from 
Periban. “You don’t know who else could 
be listening, so you talk about work, fam¬ 
ily or the weather.” 

T ierra Caliente and its residents 

abroad couldn’t count on any part of 
Mexican law enforcement for help. 
Local and state police are notorious for 
their close ties to the cartels; the Mexican 
Army and federal government seemed 
powerless to act. And when residents of

Tierra Caliente finally realized this, they 
rose up and began to fight. 

The first village credited as retaliating 
against the Templarios was the indigenous 
community of Cher an, located in the 
Michoacan mountains north of Tierra Cali¬ 
ente and famous for its forests that serve 
as the breeding ground for the monarch 
butterfly Most of the population there is 
Purepecha, and they were subject to the 
simultaneous triple blow of illegal logging, 
the Templarios and an apathetic govern¬ 
ment. Starting in 2011, the village engaged 
in skirmishes with La Familia and, follow¬ 
ing its demise, the Templarios. In February 
2013, women in Cheran began organizing 
armed community-watch groups that 
successfully pushed the cartels out. The 
move shocked a Mexican nation inured to 
decades of nasty narco battles—and galva¬ 
nized the rest of Michoacan. 

Peasants, lime pickers, ranchers, shop 
owners, teachers and other everyday peo¬ 
ple found inspiration in Cheran and took 
matters into their own hands. People began 
occupying municipal buildings and arrest¬ 
ing local police officers they suspected of 
being in the Templarios’ employ. Soon, 
bunkers made from fertilizer bags began 
appearing at vigilante-manned checkpoints 
on roads leading in and out of the towns. 
The bags were also used to prepare defen¬ 
sive positions in the towns. Autodefensas 
armed with AK-47 and M-16 assault rifles 
began patrolling the highways and towns, 
looking for a fight with Templario soldados. 

They were successful beyond their 
wildest dreams. The drug lords and their 
soldiers were sent running for their lives, 
some promising to return and mete out 
vengeance; by last month, the autodefen¬ 
sas were on the march to the Templarios’ 
home base of Apatzingan. Peasant men 
and teenage combatants were photo¬ 
graphed enjoying themselves inside the 
opulent homes of Templarios leaders, 
including Enrique Plancarte “El Kike” 
Solis, whose taste for interior design was 
monochromatic. Almost everything in his 
home—furniture, accessories, walls—was 
a shade of red on white. His pink-and- 
white bedroom, including a pink bed, was 
fodder for Mexican newspapers, which 
ran photos with headlines such as “This Is 
How El Kike Lived.” 

Until late last year, little was known in 
the United States about the bloody clashes 
between the defense groups and the Tem¬ 


plarios. Recent reports in the Mexican 
media have claimed that a San Jose-based 
group called Voluntaries de la Comunidad 
(Volunteers of the Community) has held 
fund-raisers for the autodefensas in Los 
Angeles, San Bernardino and other Cali¬ 
fornia cities with a large michoacano pres¬ 
ence. However, no one will openly admit 
such events have happened in Santa Ana. 
Several local men say they have increased 
the amount of money they send home 
every month during the timeof “/us cosas.” 
Ostensibly, the funds are supposed to be 
used for food and other living expenses— 
but if the money is also being used to pur¬ 
chase arms and ammunition... well, the 
men cannot say. 

What is undisputed is that former Santa 
Ana residents have joined the autodefensas. 
The Los Angeles Times identified one of the 
fighters as Adolfo Silva, who attended Cen¬ 
tury High School and joined after the Tem¬ 
plarios kidnapped his cousin. In an inter¬ 
view with GlobalPost.com, Silva seemed 
straight out of Hollywood central casting 
for American Me (his brother, the Times 
reported, was a member of the city’s Top¬ 
ers gang), with his clipped English, short 
hair and bravado. “We’re here to defend 
the people. They tell us whatever they 
need,” he told an interviewer. Then, speak¬ 
ing of the Templarios, Silva said, “They do 
a lot of bad stuff; we don’t even know how 
come they be—how they are like that.” 

A man who grew up near Nueva Italia, a 
town south of Apatzingan, and has lived in 
Orange County for almost 40 years says the 
narco leaders’ lavish lifestyles was shock¬ 
ing for all the poverty in the Tierra Cali¬ 
ente. “These are men with no education,” 
he says. “They are ignorant but have made 
themselves rich by exploiting the same 
people that they come from.” 

The man makes a sweeping gesture with 
his right arm and points his forefinger at 
the other men standing at the bar with him. 
“We came here to better our lives by doing 
honest work,” he says. “We earned what 
we have. Those people [drug lords] became 
rich through terror and murder.” 

ichoacanos began arriving in 
Santa Ana in the early 1960s, 
the same time Easterners, Mid- 
westerners, Appalachian hillbillies, tejanos 
and others began flooding Orange County 
and Southern California. Michoacanos had

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another thing in common with their fellow 
migrants: They were all part of a popula¬ 
tion boom and construction surge fueled 
by the aerospace industry The others 
went to work in aircraft or defense plants 
or electronic firms; Michoacanos worked 
on farms, poured concrete, even picked 
the oranges that were still plentiful then 
and performed other backbreaking jobs 
handed out to newly arrived immigrants. 

The lucky ones worked as laborers 
in the construction industry—the pay 
was better—and helped to build the 
houses purchased by aircraft, defense 
and electronics workers. The really 
lucky ones joined the Laborers Local 
652, hung out at its union hall off Chest¬ 
nut Avenue, and earned relatively good 
wages and benefits. Many of the $40,000 
dream homes built in central and north 
Orange County in the early 1970s were 
constructed in part by their blue-collar 
labor. When developers ran out of places 
to put up stucco and lay down con¬ 
crete and asphalt, they turned to South 
County and took the michoacanos with 
them to build more expensive homes on 
ridges that rise above the ocean. 

The first families settled around First 
Street and Grand Avenue in Santa Ana, 
often sharing homes or apartments with 
other michoacanos until they could get on 
their feet. Our Lady of Guadalupe Church 
near Second and Grand, where First Com¬ 
munions and weddings were celebrated, 
served as an anchor for the community. 

As their numbers grew, they began push¬ 
ing west toward South Main Street, where 
the first shops and restaurants catering to 
michoacanos began appearing in the 1980s. 
Today, Santa Ana is awash with businesses 
bearing the names of the Michoacan 
towns that sent the most people: Zamora, 
Sahuayo, Uruapan, Patzcuaro, Apatzingan, 
El Granjenal. 

Over the years, michoacanos have been 
perhaps the most cohesive of the many 
Mexican immigrant communities who 
settled in Santa Ana, frequently organiz¬ 
ing hometown benefit associations to 
press for political change in the city and 
to raise funds for municipal projects back 
in Michoacan the Mexican government 
could never seem to care to finish. But 
those ties are changing as assimilation 
becomes easier for the newer generations. 
The sons shun the starched Western-style 
shirts, broad silver belt buckles and cow¬ 
boy boots worn by their fathers as their 
Sunday best. The community festivals held 
at the union and church halls are not as 
important as before, when they were also 
a forum for families to gossip about events 
taking place back home. 

“Our children are Americans. Many 
haven’t even been to Michoacan. To them, 
it’s just a place where their parents came 
from,” says the man from Periban. 

For all the negative stereotypes that 
many have of Mexican immigrants and 
Santa Ana, there is also one real fact: The 
children of michoacanos who arrived as 
unskilled laborers half a century ago are 
today working alongside the children of 
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whites who arrived at the same time. They 
are also buying the homes their fathers 
helped to build. The elders, meanwhile, 
rue the violence that is tearing apart their 
homeland and worry about family mem¬ 
bers who stayed behind. However, there 
is near-universal support for the auto- 
defensas who are taking back the towns, 
whether birthplaces or ancestral, from 
drug lords and disdain for the government 
and military who allowed Michoacan to 
teeter close to becoming a failed state. 

Autodefensas have proven an embar¬ 
rassment to Nieto and the Mexican Army. 

A ragtag group of embattled farmers have 
done in a few weeks what the military and 
law enforcement were unable, or unwill¬ 
ing, to accomplish in a decade. The fighters 
have their own uniform of sorts; white 
T-shirts emblazoned with “Grupo deAuto- 
defensa” on the back. They’ve been hailed 
as heroes by almost all of Mexico, com¬ 
pared to the Zapatista uprising of the 1990s 
or the troops of Pancho Villa and Emiliano 
Zapata from a century ago. An image of 
Michoacan’s unofficial mascot—a Purepe- 
cha girl that’s the logo for the La Michoac- 
ana ice cream company, now sketched with 
a shotgun, pistol and bandana covering 
her face—has gone viral, a commentary on 
the state of the times. Some critics have 
charged the autodefensas are nothing more 
than hired gunmen for another cartel look¬ 
ing to oust the Templarios. However, no 
evidence has backed up the allegations, 
which have been strongly denied by lead¬ 
ers of the local defense groups. 

A few weeks ago, the military threat¬ 
ened to disarm the self-defense groups, 
who refused to give up their arms and 
pushed back with demands of their own: 
They would consider a compromise only 
if all of the Templarios’ top leaders were 
arrested and a genuine rule of law without 
crooked cops is established in their towns. 
Late last month, the government reached 
a “temporary” agreement with the vigi¬ 
lantes in which the autodefensas would 
cooperate with government law-enforce¬ 
ment agencies and be absorbed into quasi¬ 
military units called the Rural Defense 
Corps. The units will be overseen by the 
Mexican Army, and the fighters would be 
allowed to keep their arms if they register 
them. The latter stipulation is significant 
because Mexico’s gun laws do not permit 
citizens to own assault weapons. 

Even though the autodefensas appear to 
have beaten the Templarios and the gov¬ 
ernment, it still isn’t enough to satisfy the 
michoacanos in Santa Ana. 

“Why doesn’t the U.S. send the Ameri¬ 
can military to Michoacan and clean 
up the place?” asks one man. “We send 
soldiers to Kosovo, Iraq and Afghanistan. 
Why not Michoacan?” 

His friends nod in agreement, serious. 

It is an alternative that has been debated 
among them, and they see U.S. interven¬ 
tion as the only solution for peace in 
Tierra Caliente. 

The suggestion is outlandish, of course. 
Their naivete and frustration bring to 
mind the Mexicans’ traditional lament for 
their country: So far from God and so close 
to the United States. So all they can do is 
fight for the Hot Land.

JAMES AND 
THE GIANT PEACH 

When Roald Dahl first penned this 
weirdly awesome children's tale more 
than half a century ago, the title's 
mutated fruit was originally a cherry— 
but Dahl thought better of it. He's 
quoted as saying that a peach would 
be "prettier, bigger and squishier than 
a cherry." And now, after reissues, re¬ 
imaginings, even a feature film, James 
and the Giant Peach comes to South 
Coast Repertory. Adapted for the stage 
by David Wood, the story follows the 
adventures of an emotionally and 
physically abused orphan, who, after 
dropping some magical crocodile 
tongues down a barren fruit tree, finds 
himself lodged inside a monstrous 
peach with six giant, talking bugs. 

After killing his abusers, they end up 
fighting hungry sharks, temperamen¬ 
tal cloud deities and, finally, NewYork- 
ers.

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H ave you ever found yourself in a 
Mexican restaurant saying yes to 
more complimentary tortilla chips, 
even after you’ve polished off three big 
baskets in a row and a punch bowl’s worth 
of salsa? We did. How could we not? Our 
waiter at Solita in Huntington Beach kept 
offering, and we kept obliging him because 
this wasn’t just an ordinary basket of chips. 
Along with freshly fried tortilla triangles 
as light as Pringles, there were duros, oil- 
puffed wagon wheels of crunchiness that 
are a cross between Funyuns and Asian 
shrimp crackers. Do you know of any 
other restaurant that offers duros? I don’t. 

I haven’t even seen them at SOL Cocina, 
Deborah Schneider’s first OC Mexican 
joint. So once we started munching on 
the airy hoops, licking our fingers of their 
grease, dunking them in the three kinds of 
salsa supplied to us, we decided we needed 
to keep the duros coming. And at Solita, the 
duros are limitless. 

This is SOL’S more stripped-down, 
casual, proletariat little sister. Located in 
the increasingly hard-to-navigate mega¬ 
strip mall that is Bella Terra, the restau¬ 
rant’s sign puts it quite bluntly: “Solita: 
Tacos & Margaritas,” listing exactly the two 
things we Americans expect to get when 
we go out for Mexican at a place such as 
this. And you’d be quite happy limiting 
yourself to those things; but despite the 
name, Solita is an overachieving restaurant 
that doesn’t conform to the conventions set 
by the El Torito chain or our expectations— 
it exceeds them. Schneider has put the 
sense of discovery back in eating at a Mexi¬ 
can restaurant aimed at gabachos, starting 
with those duros. There are items on the 
menu that most norteamericanos might not 


know Mexicans actually ate. 

My companions were intrigued by the 
copa de frutas, wherein raw pineapple, 
honey dew, cucumber and jicama are cut 
into spears, jammed upright into a cocktail 
glass, and then served with a supermarket 
shaker of chile con limon. The menu cor¬ 
rectly describes it as a “pushcart” staple, 
and the dish demonstrates how if you 
sprinkle the salty-sour-and-spicy powder 
on a pineapple, it brings out the fruit’s 
sweetness even more. 

Then there was the interpretation of 
rajas con crema (poblano strips in cream) 
that adds sauteed mushrooms in a white 
sauce made from cheese, heavy cream, 
wine and garlic. I last had the dish in 
Carlos Salgado’s prix fixe at Taco Maria. 
Though this one resembles a chunky party 
dip at first glance, Schneider’s version 
tastes almost identical to Salgado’s and is 
just as decadently rich. You’ll find it in Sol- 
ita’s antojitos section, along with nachos, 
a version of queso fundido and the same 
over-the-top guacamole served at SOL that 
looks more like a Cobb salad. But even the 
throwaway appetizer of coconut-breaded 
chicken fingers turned out to be excellent. 
The white meat practically gushed juice, 
and the lemon-spiked creamy salsa we 
thought was Ranch was anything but. 

And when we ordered a ceviche, it came 
out the way a mariscos dive would serve it: 
in a gigantic chalice that could conceivably 
double as a winner’s trophy. In the lime- 
juice vortex, we scooped up bits of fruit, 
avocado, serrano chiles, cucumber, salsa 
fresca and cubes of diced yellowtail firmed 
up by the acid. It may be a bit disingenuous 
that it’s in the antojitos section, though, as 
the serving was a full meal in itself. 


But you do need to order some tacos, 
which come in delicate, exceedingly good, 
yellow-hued corn tortillas the size of your 
palm that are filled (if sometimes only 
halfway) with one of 13 meat and non-meat 
options—everything from a chorizo-bacon- 
and-sweet-potato mixture to battered 
shrimp, even a chile-and-garlic-rubbed 
tofu. Everything that was described as 
wood-grilled tasted like it, often smoky and 
flecked with char, as though the morsels 
were roasted atop a crackling campfire. 

For a nominal fee, you could opt to have 
any of the meats fill a torta, quesadilla, 
enchilada, burrito, even something called 
“El Panzon” (“The Fat Man”), which is 
basically an overstuffed quesadilla that’s 
described as a Mexican calzone. But you 
should order the carnitas as the full-on 
dish. It was, by far, the wettest and soupi- 
est, but also the best I’ve had this year. In 
this dish of pure, unfiltered porkiness, the 
line between fat, meat and juice has never 
been so blurred. I spooned up a few sop¬ 
ping strands, folded them inside a warm 
flour tortilla, and ate that with nothing else. 

To wash it down, instead of the mar- 
garita, try the horchata cocktail, a potent 
but soothing-as-cereal-milk mix of tequila, 
1921 Crema and the house-made agua 
fresca. And then, when the waiter comes 
around to see if you want more duros and 
chips, do as we did four times over: Say, 

“/Sz, por favor!”

ifi|j ey, Fred!" is something you'll 

n hear at least once while at 
Smokey Fred's in Orange, and it's not 
just because the guy behind the coun¬ 
ter is—you guessed it!—Fred. People 
want to shoot the shit with him, since 
he's a gregarious fellow who looks as 
though he left his post as an SEC football 
defensive coach's for this: back-slapping, 
ball-busting, frank yet genuinely caring 
of each customer. And those customers 
quickly become regulars, not just to hear 
him talk about the status of that day's 
rib tips ("They came out extra tender 
today!"), but also because Fred is con¬ 
ducting an audacious experiment from a 
tired Orange shopping plaza. 

Barbecue in Orange County is a noto¬ 
riously iffy proposition, usually helmed by 
men who think they're 'cue masters after 
a layover in Charlotte and encouraged by 
an unknowing public who think a slab of 
meat engulfed in a treacly sauce is just 
how the good ol' boys eat it in the back- 
woods of Virginny. Smokey Fred's ups the 
ante by proclaiming itself the master of 
four distinct barbecue traditions: Mem¬ 
phis, Carolina, Texas and Kansas City, 
all about as similar as Coto de Caza is to 
Stanton. Carolina gets repped in the form 
of an unsauced pulled-pork sandwich 
tailed up by a great coleslaw; on the side 
is a piquant carafe of vinegar sauce, like 
a thicker Tabasco. Memphis shows up in 
blocks of rib that slip off bones as though 
water off glass; the KC sandwich is the 
only oversauced thing here, but that's 
because the city likes its 'cue sweet and 
spicy. And Texas makes its presence 
known with charred brisket and a plump 
Polish kielbasa. Heck, Fred will even 
throw in a Louisiana link just for the hell 
of it. All the meats are spectacular—soft, 
strong, plump, chewy. Fred (who's the 
cashier, cook, waiter and host, so be 
patient) also preps great sides—all that's 
missing is pecan pie. And regardless of 
tradition, Fred prepares everything low 
and slow, knows that grilling is the enemy 
and a light flame is his best friend. Eat it 
in a bun, eat it off a plate, take pounds of 
it home—it doesn't matter. Fred's is as 
close to actual Southern barbecue in this 
county as the glory days of Burrell's. 

The only thing I'm not a fan of is the 
chili—too watery, too weak. But chili 
ain't barbecue, so go with what Smokey 
Fred truly knows—and when you finally 
get to know him, don't forget to yell you- 
know-what.

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OC’s Vixen of 
Venezuelan Food 

Norah Briceno of Mil Jugos 


T he last time I found myself at 

Mil Jugos, it was because of jury 
duty. The only table available was 
against the cash register, and I was asked 
to dine with a stranger. That stranger 
became a friend, and my meal was a mem¬ 
orable one. Present day finds me meeting 
chef Norah Briceno over a late lunch. Her 
space has tripled in size, but the charm is 
still there. In a neighborhood infused with 
modern dining, her family-run establish¬ 
ment was around before most of them. 
With so many diverse cuisines to choose 
from, our county is lucky to experience 
classic Venezuelan—the only such place in 
Southern California. 

OC WEEKLY: Could you explain what an 
arepa is and how it dijfersfrom a cachapa? 
NORAH BRICENO: An arepa is a tra¬ 
ditional Venezuelan bread made with 
white corn flour. They can be prepared 
by either grilling, frying or being put 
into a special arepa griller. It can then be 
filled with anything of your choice: meat, 
cheese or even just veggies. Cachapas 
are another traditional Venezuelan meal. 
They are made with fresh sweet corn and 
prepared like a pancake. These are typi¬ 
cally filled with cream and cheese, but 
they are also delicious when you add any 
meat of your choice. 

Weirdest thing you’ve ever eaten: 

I haven’t eaten too many weird things in 
my life, but back home in Venezuela, I 
ate a chiwire, which is a little animal that 
tastes a lot like egg—but not as good. 

What were the challenges to opening 
a storefront, and how did you 
overcome them? 

Introducing Venezuelan arepas, empa¬ 
nadas and cachapas to a public used to 
other types of Latin American food other 
than Venezuelan. 

Where was your most recent meal? 
Splashes Restaurant in Laguna Beach. I 
had the 18 -hour, slow-cooked short ribs 
with a red wine sauce. It was accompa¬ 
nied by garlic mashed potatoes and veg¬ 
etables. It was to die for! 

Favorite places to eat (besides your own): 

I love eating out and trying new places, 
so I have many favorites. One that comes 
to mind is Open Sesame, which is Middle 
Eastern cuisine. I also like Thai food, 
such as Thai Bite, and Dizz’s As Is in 
Laguna Beach. 

Culinarily speaking, Orange County has 
the best: 

Orange County, especially Santa Ana, has 
the best melting pot of PEOPLE who are 
open to exploring new types of food. 

We hear your black beans are fantastic. 
What’s the secret? 

It’s a family secret that has been passed 
along through generations. It consists of 
two key ingredients: onions and garlic.

Extra-spicy Shack sauce at the Seafood Shack 


O n an unassuming corner of 
Westminster Boulevard, a 
bright-yellow umbrella high¬ 
lights a dinky building that houses a 
Vietnamese-Cajun seafood joint called 
the Seafood Shack. The inside of the 
building is a far cry from the dreary 
neighborhood. The restaurant is staffed 
by waiters as upbeat as the EDM play¬ 
ing in the background. One wall is lined 
by a fake aquarium; the opposite wall 
features a neon sign listing oyster vari¬ 
etals. Drawings of sea creatures and 
names signed by customers long-forgot¬ 
ten (or sitting 10 feet away) crowd the 
wooden surfaces. 

Energy aside, the star of the show is 
the Shack-style sauce (a combination of 
Cajun sauce and garlic butter), which 
goes flawlessly with shrimp—or, really, 
anything on the menu.

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Not Monumental 

Clooney’s actors shine, and that’s almost enough

A rt may not be more important 

than human lives. But on the list 
of things that mean something 
to human lives, across centuries, it ranks 
pretty high. That’s what’s so compelling 
about the story of the Monuments Men, 
a group of people from 13 nations who 
volunteered to protect cultural treasures 
from destruction during World War II. 
Most of us like to think we’d stride into 
a combat zone to save a distressed child. 
But would we do the same for a Michel¬ 
angelo Madonna? 

You can see why George Clooney, 
director and star of The Monuments Men, 
would be attracted to these compara¬ 
tively unheralded heroes, particularly as 
Robert M. Edsel (with Bret Witter) pres¬ 
ents them in his gloriously readable 2009 
book of the same name. Edsel focuses 
on the eight men, among them museum 
curators and art historians, who trekked 
to Europe at the tail end of the war “to 
inspect and preserve” every important 
work of art or architecture in the path

of the Allied forces between the English 
Channel and Berlin—and, as it turns 
out, ended up saving hundreds of stolen 
works that Hitler’s troops had amassed 
for a grand museum to be built in the 
Fuhrer’s honor in Austria. 

History, politics and civic ideals are 
catnip to Clooney the director, and fol¬ 
lowing those interests led him to make 
the finest of his five pictures (Good Night, 
and Good Luck.), as well as a stolid, not 
terrifically memorable one (The Ides of 
March). What’s more, Edsel’s account 
of the Monuments Men’s subtle heroics 
features a character Clooney was born 
to play: Harvard art conservator George 
S. Stout, the man responsible for assem¬ 


bling this corps of trained specialists, a 
pencil-mustached gent whose uniform 
was neatly pressed even under the most 
trying conditions. 

But The Monuments Men, either 
despite its clearly noble intentions or 
because of them, stumbles on the march. 
Clooney and co-writer Grant Heslov 
embellish, rearrange and condense many 
of the details. They also change the 
names of the characters, reduce their 
number to seven and turn them into 
composites, none of which is a problem. 
But Clooney can’t control the story; 
it keeps fiying out of his grasp like an 
unruly spring. The Monuments Men feels 
loose and disorganized, even though all 
the requisite cogs (including a jaunty 
ascot of a score by Alexandre Desplat) 
have been accounted for. 

At least Clooney finds glory in the cor¬ 
ners. His great skill as a director may be 
his affinity for actors. The performers in 
a Clooney-directed movie nearly always 
have some quiet sparkle about them. 
Onscreen here, Clooney, though dash¬ 
ing, is more an MC than a central figure. 
He has also taken the liberty of pairing 
characters off into unlikely twosomes, 
and as these duos set out to face both 
the usual and some unexpected dangers, 
those chemistry experiments pay off. 

John Goodman (as a jolly sculptor) and 
Jean Dujardin (an unidentified art expert 
type, really just the movie’s token French 
charmer) head out in a jeep, as if on a 
lark, eventually reaching a field populated 
by a single, magnificent horse. Dujardin 
leaps from the truck to say hello, though 
he has nothing to offer his new friend but 
a cigarette (wisely rejected). The moment 
is wonderful, a meeting of two long- 
legged movie-star beauties. 

Less dazzling but possibly more com¬ 
plex is the tentative tango between Matt 
Damon (a medieval art expert) and Cate 
Blanchett (an icy French secretary who 
seems to have more feeling for art than 
people). Damon’s character has more 
down-home charm than you’d expect 
from a medieval art guy, but you believe 
in him an 5 rway, and Blanchett gives a 
slightly stylized performance that opens 


out like a cautious morning glory. 

Hugh Bonneville has some nicely tuned 
moments as an art enthusiast with a life¬ 
long affection for the Madonna of Bruges, 
the only Michelangelo sculpture to leave 
Italy during the artist’s lifetime. Clooney 
plays fast and loose with some of the facts 
here, but he wisely takes note of one real- 
life detail: German soldiers—at that point 
in the war, retreating and desperate and 
therefore perhaps even more driven to 
please their leader—stole the Madonna by 
wrapping her in mattresses and hustling 
her away in a Red Cross truck, a dirty 
trick even for Nazis. 

The finest scenes belong to Bob Bala- 
ban, as a cranky unspecified expert at 
something-or-other, and Bill Murray, 
who plays a renowned architect—that’s 
pretty hilarious casting, though somehow 
it works. Balaban’s character, disgruntled 
that he’s only a private, wants little to 
do with anyone else, least of all loosey- 
goosey Murray. Still, as both people and 
movie characters do, they forge a friend¬ 
ship out of dirty looks and grumbling. 
Hunkered down in an army encampment, 
they huddle over packages sent from 
home: Balaban’s contains crackers, a gift 
that delights him; his features, previously 
so pinched and cranky, suddenly seem lit 
from within. Murray’s contains a record¬ 
ing made by his daughter and grand¬ 
children, but he needs a record player 
to hear it, and good luck finding one of 
those. The actors then share one of those 
graceful, underplayed moments that you 
remember long after your memories of an 
otherwise not-great movie have dimmed. 
The Monuments Men fails in its grand 
ambitions, but it’s still satisfying in bits 
and pieces, as with a busted statue. Even a 
tribute made of shining fragments counts 
for something.

STAGES’ rendition of A Funny Thing Happened On the Way to the Forum entertains 

as the classic should

T hey may not have played football 
in ancient Rome, but there’s an 
unintentional similarity between 
the beginning of A Funny Thing Happened 
On the Way to the Forum and that curb- 
stomping NFL Super Bowl on Feb. 2. Just as 
that snap that sailed over a befuddled Pey¬ 
ton Manning’s head on the first play from 
scrimmage signified a harbinger of doom 
for the Denver Broncos, the first song in the 
musical, “Comedy Tonight,” ecstatically 
proclaims there will be nothing noble, grim, 
formal or portentous about the play Instead 
of kings and crowns, there will be liars, fakes 
and clowns. 

It’s strictly a comedy, nothing more. Sure, 
women are ridiculed, scorned or objectified. 
Most of the characters are slaves. Rich 
people are corrupt asses. But the frenetic, 
freewheeling heart of Burt Shevelove and 
Larry Gelbart’s (who was only a co-creator 
of a forgettable TV show called M*A*S*H) 
story and Stephen Sondheim’s music and 
lyrics excuses all stereotypes and excesses. 

It has been a crowd-pleaser since its 
Broadway debut in 1962, and while the 
stick-up-its-butt crowd would probably 
make mounting a show that traffics in such 
decidedly non-PC fare very difficult today, 
it’s a chestnut of mid-20th century comedy 
and, when done right, a gas. 

And this Robert Tully-directed show 
at STAGEStheatre gets it very, very right. 
The use of a recorded soundtrack is a 
bit deflating, but with so many people 
running around onstage, the only way a 
musical ensemble large enough to pull 
off Sondheim’s score could work in this 
space would be if it were composed 
of pygmies. But while the music lacks 
the spontaneity and organic feel of 
live performance, the voices and, most 
important, the acting of Tully’s cast are, 
for the most part, pitch-perfect.

Forum is just solid, old- 
fashioned fun, a diversion that 
is much harder to pull off than 
it may look to the naked eye. 

Every production of Forum lives or dies 
based on the actor playing Pseudolous, the 
narrator, ring master and main character. 
He’s a thief and a liar, but he has to be 
eminently likeable even if he’s hawking 
quite-unlikeable fare. Mike Martin nails all 
that. His timing is impeccable, his choices 
bold, and he’s able to not only drive the 
play, but also serve as an inspiring janitor, 
deftly cleaning up and commenting on any 
mistakes, planned or otherwise, that occur. 

As a slave desperately trying to earn his 
freedom by securing his master’s true love, 
Pseudolous’ main foil is Hysterium, the 
master slave of the household. The two butt 
heads and conspire with each other, often 
yielding disastrous results. Maybe it’s being 
paired with such a dynamic actor as Martin, 
but Glenn Freeze’s Hysterium seems to lack 
the right blend of energy and machination. 
He’s terrific in the play’s climactic scene, 
when he’s dressed as an apparently dead 
virgin, but up to that point, he seems to 
merely react to the chaos onstage, rather 
than being one of the two centrifuges 
whipping up the frenzy. 

While true to the spirit of the original, 
Tully and his cast have a lot of fun souping 
up the 52-year-old play, from improvising 
small bits, such as taking selfies, to a 
sexed-up scene in a brothel, which is 
more raunchy strip club than luxuriant 
indulgence. Our ladies of ill repute (Anisa 
Diaz, Bonnie King, Bryana Pickford and 
Sabrina Zellars) possess stellar pole 


skills, as well as rich comedic timing, and 
Michael Keeney does such engrossing 
work as their anxiety-riddled and decadent 
boss, Marcus Lycus, that you wish he had 
more time onstage. 

The rest of the ensemble rarely misses a 
beat. Of particular note: Patti Cumby does 
the most she can with very limited time as 
the mistress of the main household, and 
Toper Mauerhan and Jennifer Pearce bring 
the right balance of deer-in-the-headlights 
and raging hormones to their roles as goo- 
goo-eyed young virgin lovers. 

Again, there is nothing in Forum that is 
important, revelatory or groundbreaking. 

It’s just solid, old-fashioned fun, a diversion 
that is much harder to pull off than it may 
look to the naked eye. It’s raucous and 
ribald, silly and stupid, but still wittier and 
better constructed than most comedy you’d 
see on TV today. And that reference isn’t a 
forced comparison. Forum draws far more 
on legendary radio and early TV comedians 
than hoaried theatrical tradition. It’s more 
Sid Caesar than Shakespeare’s Julius Caesar, 
more Jack Benny and Milton Berle than 
Rodgers & Hammerstein. It has no moral or 
message. And while it may not incite you to 
burn down the Bastille or charge windmills 
with a lance, the choice between seeing 
a well-produced, brainless comedy or a 
terribly executed serious play really isn’t a 
choice at all. 

And it’s far more entertaining than that 
goddamn Super Bowl was.

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All In Together Now 

Kid Congo Powers stays tied to the past 
by keeping his shows communal in the present

K id Congo Powers is becoming 
a little sentimental lately. Even 
though he spent time playing 
with seminal punk groups the Gun 
Club, the Cramps, the Fall, and Nick 
Cave and the Bad Seeds, he can’t 
get over how cool it is when people 
come up to him after one of his live 
sets to tell him how important his 
music has been to them. Younger 
generations of listeners still have an 
appreciation for early punk, a fact 
that warms his heart. 

For as much as Powers’ legend has 
been cemented in punk’s history books, 
he’s not out to promote a nostalgia trip; 
instead, he’s interested in sharing new 
music. His current group, the Pink Mon¬ 
key Birds, is still somewhat informed 
by the spirit of the early punk scene in 
which Powers came of age. As a front 
man. Powers channels similar musical 
elements as some of his earlier rock 
incarnations, such as blues, surf, punk, 
even some fuzz guitar for a spooky, 
garage sound illuminated by his haunt¬ 
ing vocals. Beyond that, there’s a deep 
connection with the listener that Powers 
strives for in his music. “I like taking old 
music and mixing it up to create a new 
language,” he says. “But I want people 
to enjoy themselves. In the end, we’re a 
rock & roll band, and we have fun.” 

Growing up in La Puente as Brian 
Tristan, son of Mexican working-class 
parents, he was surrounded by music. 

He can recall the beatnik neighbor who 
introduced him to obscure standards 
from the ’20s, the high-school garage 


band in his neighborhood that played 
mostly covers, and the ’60s Chicano 
group Thee Midniters, whom his sis¬ 
ters enjoyed. As a teen, he would sneak 
out to catch late-night shows in Hol¬ 
lywood, where he connected with other 
youths equally avid about the emerging 
underground punk scene. “There was 
a whole group of kids who were sick of 
the outrageousness of rock stardom,” 
Powers says. “After a while, it had just 
gotten pompous, unrealistic and unable 
to relate to.” 

It was during these midnight forays 
that Powers became acquainted with 
the artists of the first wave of New 
York punk. “Patti Smith, Blondie and 
the Ramones came around,” he recalls. 
“They just played their show and would 
walk right in the audience and start ask¬ 
ing people where the record stores were, 
or be like, ‘Hey could you take us out to 
eat somewhere?’ That was a complete 
revelation, that’s how people learned in 
LA to make their own scene inclusive.” 

Before forming his first band. Powers 
circulated his own Ramones fanzine and 
served as the president of an unofficial 
Ramones fan club. A chance meeting 
with Jeffrey Lee Pierce at a Pere Ubu 
show would change his life forever. “I 
knew from an early age I wanted to be 
around music, but I was kind of shocked 
at the thought of becoming a musician,” 
Powers says. “Jeffrey said, ‘We should 
start a band,’ and I said, ‘Well, I don’t 
play anything,’ and he just said, ‘We’ll 
get a guitar, and I’ll show you how to 
play’ That was it; it was that easy.” After

starting the Gun Club with Pierce, Pow¬ 
ers’ life became a series of encounters 
with other musicians; he was christened 
Kid Congo Powers when he became 
the guitar player for the Cramps, and 
he fulfilled his wanderlust by traveling 
and—as he puts it—going wherever the 
music was. 

These days, he’s based in Washington, 
D.C., where he stays connected with 
fans on social media and, of course, by 
touring. His band’s West Coast tour to 
promote their newest album. Haunted 
Head, recently began. Communicating 
to people through music and creating 
a communal experience, he says, is an 
important aspect of punk ethics. “Audi¬ 
ences vary as far as physicality but we’re 
a dance band, a fun band, and we like to 
include the audience in that experience 
and not just be some three-dimensional 
thing to look at.”

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Confessions of 
a Soldier 

Immortal Technique remains hip-hop’s loudest 
militant rapper. But for how long?

F ew militant, socially conscious 
rappers embody their message as 
well as Immortal Technique. After 
the release of 2008’s The 3rd World, the 
Harlem-based MC born Felipe Coronel 
took the proceeds from it and traveled 
to occupied Afghanistan to help Omeid 
International fund and build an orphanage. 
Then, in 2011, he released the mixtape The 
Martyr, and he is now readying his much 
anticipated third album. The Middle Pas¬ 
sage. Though he rarely gives interviews for 
fear of being misquoted, he agreed to talk to 
us if we’d print it as a Q&A. So in advance 
of his show at the Observatory, here are the 
words of Immortal Technique, who spoke 
to us on the phone from London. 

OC WEEKLY: What brought you to London, 
and what do you think about UK. leftist 
rapper Lowkey's decision to retire from the 
game? Could you imagine yourself ever retir¬ 
ing from rap? 

IMMORTAL TECHNIQUE: Although the 
primary reason for my coming here was 
to reconnect with old friends and such, 

I always take an opportunity to get work 
done, so I’m here working on music, writ¬ 
ing some things for a book I have and taking 
a few business meetings. As for Lowkey, 
he took a hiatus from the game to focus on 
studies and to do an in-depth cultural study 
of several things. I have often thought about 
that, finishing my education. I only got two 
years of college in before I was incarcerated, 
and even though I went part-time when I 
got out, I never finished. I can’t tell you how 
far away from what I thought I would be 
doing this is. Perhaps one day, I will go back 
and finish; hopefully. I’ll find a school that 
wants me there. [Laughs^ 

You mentioned a book. Is that something 
you’re releasing in the near future? 

I have always written short stories, essays 
and pieces of a novel here and there. I have 
rarely ever shared any of these with people. 
They are part of my life and the lives I have 
seen around me. I’m not ready to make a 


formal announcement yet, but yes, there is a 
book in the works, and when we have a title 
and release date. I’ll be sure to let you know, 
my brother. Just know this: I have several 
works in the process, so it’s really just a 
question of which comes out first. 

What can you tell us about the focus of the 
forthcoming album The Middle Passage.? 

It’s a l 5 Tically heavy album, but also a very 
brutal look at reality. It is the official follow¬ 
up to [his second album, 2003’s] Revolu¬ 
tionary Vol. 2, and yet it continues where 
The Martyr left off It just might be my last 
album, though. I don’t expect they’ll let me 
live much longer after that. However, I plan 
on making my escape from that destiny. I 
am not afraid of what people will think or 
say. I am confident in my ability to argue 
and debate my ideas and the subject mat¬ 
ter of my music. That is what will resonate 
the most; not just complaints, but ideas for 
solutions and, of course, the stories that you 
people love so much. 

Politically driven festival LA Rising is coming 
back in 2014. You were a part of the first one. 
What are your thoughts on thefest, and are 
you performing this year? 

I loved LA Rising. I learned this business 
from old-school rock & roll guys, and so 
it’s just always come naturally to do those 
shows where they really mix it up. Truth¬ 
fully, I’ve always liked the set-up for Euro¬ 
pean festivals better than American ones. 
They have so much of a diversity in sound 
for their events. I haven’t heard from them 
yet, but maybe this article will get their 
attention. I guess we will have to gauge the 
power of your publication in that manner. If 
they call me now, you’ll get to take some of 
the credit for that, and I wouldn’t be mad at 
that. [Laughs.]

M inutes after Fissure set up their gear 
in a musty Stanton rehearsal space, 
the fury begins. With his glasses balanced 
precariously on the tip of his nose, drum¬ 
mer Dylan Arseo's arms fly across toms and 
cymbals as though they're the tentacles of 
a drumstick-wielding octopus—though with 
surgical precision. Across the room, guitarist 
Leo Atreides and bassist Brandon Duff cre¬ 
ate via the amplifiers stacked behind them a 
massive wall of distortion. Atreides fires off 
riffs as if his guitar is a machine gun, his eyes 
following his fingers as they move up and 
down the neck. Alternating between high- 
pitched screeching and low guttural blasts, 
Oscar Rodriguez screams his lungs out. 

Fissure deal in an ultrafast, aggressive 
variant of hardcore punk known as power- 
violence, a homegrown genre pioneered by, 
among others, Valencia-based Infest. The 
music is performed at breakneck speed— 
songs usually clock in at less than a min¬ 
ute—and the lyrics seethe with anger and 
indignation. Powerviolence may be aggres¬ 
sive, but it has broad appeal, and it's enjoying 
something of a renaissance in recent years, 
with high-quality output flowing steadily from 
garages and practice spaces across the 
suburban Southland. 

"We started playing in March 2012," 

Arseo explains during a cigarette break out¬ 
side Fissure's practice space, a lockout in a 
building adjacent to Squid Music on Beach 
Boulevard in Stanton. "I had just moved back 
from the Coachella Valley, and Brandon had 
just returned from living in Hollywood." The 
two held auditions for a guitarist and a vocal¬ 
ist, cycling through a couple of musicians 
before finding Atreides, who also performs 


with hardcore band Plagues, and Rodriguez, 
whom they had to chase. "First practice, 
itwas just,'Boom! These are the guys we 
want,"' Duff recalls. 

In the past two years. Fissure have 
released two self-titled EPs, and they plan 
to record their first full-length album this 
summer. "I love playing that simple, fast 
beat," Arseo muses. "I was never really into 
punk for the sake of the movement. I've just 
always loved playing that beat." 

"We'd be delirious if we thought we were 
going to be rock stars playing this type of 
music," Duff says. "Personally, I just want to 
keep doing this as long as it's fun." 

"I couldn't care less about major 
labels," Rodriguez adds. "We're not 
exactly radio-friendly." 

When asked about their favorite venue, 
the band resoundingly respond, "House 
shows!" Even though they've toured region¬ 
ally, Gnarmageddon will be Fissure's first per¬ 
formance on a stage. "We're used to playing 
more intimate environments," says Duff. "We 
get run into a lot; our gear gets busted. That's 
kind of what our shows are all about." 

A live Fissure show resembles a scene 
from Fight Club. Front man Rodriguez often 
has to wrestle audience members over the 
microphone, and they all take hits, even 
drummer Arseo. "We played a really crazy 
living-room show in Escondido once," Rodri¬ 
guez says. "Itwas at this weird house up 
in the hills. Everyone was drinking outside. 
There were only five people in the room, but 
they went completely apeshit." 

The craziest shows, they all agree, are 
the ones in Arseo's mom's living room in 
Cathedral City. "You ask people to respect 
the house and not bust up the walls," says 
Arseo, who recently set up another show 
at his mom's with two other powerviolence 
bands. La Puente Hills's ACxDC and LA's 
Despise You. 

"Some moms won't allow you to have five 
friends over," says Rodriguez. "Dylan's mom's 
okay with 200 kids going nuts in her house." 

Arseo's mom also came to the show 
Fissure played with Infest last year. "She 
watched the entire Infest set from the 
sideline," says Arseo. "Afterward, she 
comes up to me and says, 'They sure have 
a lot of energy!"'

Blackie’s By the Sea has the coldest beer 
in town—and the oldest men 


T here’s a framed sign dated 2013 
hanging on the wall at Blackie’s 
By the Sea, hidden among 
decades of old photos and nautical taxi¬ 
dermy, commemorating a man for 50 
years of drinking there. Let that soak in 
for a moment. This man has swilled at 
this seaside bar longer than the average 
American marriage lasts. He was sipping 
beer here before the Beatles invaded 
America. How’s that for commitment? 

I’ve never met the man honored, but 
I imagine he’d tell me that Blackie’s 
hasn’t changed much since it opened 
in 1953, even as Newport Beach turned 
from a playground for the rich into a 
playground for the ultra-rich. The big¬ 
gest difference is Zooport is nowadays 
an all-seasons destination, so the bar 
is open year-round instead of just from 
June to August, as in the 1950s and 
’60s. But it has remained the Penin¬ 
sula’s ultimate spot, only taking cash 
and serving $3 beers as the photos on 
the wall fade with age and from the 
sunlight that shines in from the beach 
through the open doors and windows. 
The mounted fish, life preservers 
and vanity plates hanging throughout 
are coated in dust, and the blue-and- 
black-painted bar back is falling apart, 
chipped and decaying from years of 
spilled drinks and frequent use. 

Blackie’s has the coldest beer in 
town, and it advertises it, too, display¬ 
ing a lit-up sign with the current beer 
temperature above the door—the Bliz¬ 
zard Beer System keeps that number 
right around 30 degrees, give or take. 
Plus, the mugs are always frosted. 

“They could serve piss, and it would 
still taste good,” once quipped beautiful 
Blackie’s dweller/Johnny’s Saloon bar¬ 
tender Woody. Even from the outside 
looking in, you can get an idea of its 
quirky charm. The sign stating, “Sorry, 
we’re open” is as much a Newport icon 
as the Wedge. Less famous, but no less 
hilarious, is the sign that reads, “We 
card if you look under 71”—which the 
man running the door last time I visited 
did not. He actually more resembled a 
patron of the bar than a bouncer, con¬ 
sidering he was holding a frosty mug of 
beer when he checked my ID. 

Though the crowd is somewhat var¬ 
ied, older white men definitely domi¬ 
nate. They’re good for a chuckle if you 
sit at the bar and listen to their banter 
with the bartender, who at the time 
was also an older white dude. Those 
beer slingers know how to jive with 



the locals, jab¬ 
bing back with 
playful quips, 
as well as how 
to treat out-of- 
towners such 
as me with just 
enough courtesy 
to bring them 
back. Of course, 
the bar has 
been home to 
some notorious 
brawls, includ¬ 
ing the famous Hells Angels bar fight of 
2007 (footage available on YouTube for 
the morbidly curious) that sent a bunch 
of guys to the hospital and jail. That’s 
not the vibe I got when I visited one 
afternoon, as the sun shined brightly 
through the windows, illuminating the 
place, and the locals joked and chuck¬ 
led with one another, enjoying the care¬ 
free sunny winter day. 

A guy with a big nose and white 
hair around the temple started yell¬ 
ing orders at our bartender, rattling 
off a long list of beer and concluding 
with “and a blonde with big tits!” Then 
a well-endowed blonde with perfect 
comedic timing walked up to the Rip 
Taylor with flip-flops look-alike. “A 
dream come true!” he roared, much to 
everyone’s amusement. 

Or there was this guy: “I’m 46.1 got 
hemorrhoids and prostate [problems] — 
all sorts of things goin’ on. I don’t even 
get laid anymore. . .. Well, that’s not 
true. There’s still the massage parlor. 
Thank God for Kogi.”
